1. (Currently Amended) A wound dressing for accelerating epidermal regeneration which 
comprises: 

at least one polypeptide (P) having at l e ast on e speci e s of e pidermal r e g e neration - 
acc e lerating minimal amino acid s e qu e nces (X) selected from the group consisting of Arg Gly - 
Asp (SEQ ID NO: 1), lie Lys Val Ala Vol (SEQ ID NO: 2), and Tyr He Gly Ser Arg (SEQ ID 
NO: 3), and at l e ast on e auxiliary amino acid s e quence (Y) , 

a polyalkylenepolyamine and/or polyarylenepolyamine (A) having a weight average 
molecular weight of 2,000 to 60,000, and 

a sheet (S) being polyurethane, 

wherein the at least one polypeptide (P) is selected from the group consisting of: 

(1) a polypeptide having 13 Arg Gly Asp sequences (SEQ ID NO: 1) and 13 (Glv 
Ala Gly Ala Gly Ser)o sequences ((residues 1-6 of SEP ID NO: 7)g) chemically bonded 
to each other in an alternating fashion. 

(2) a polypeptide having 5 Arg Gly Asp sequences (SEP ID NO: 1) and 5 (Gly 
Ala Glv Ala Glv Serh sequences ((residues 1-6 of SEP ID NO: 7h) chemically bonded to 
each other in an alternating fashion, 

(3) a polypeptide having 3 Arg Gly Asp sequences (SEP ID NP: 1) and 3 (Glv 
Val Pro Glv Vajlz Gly Gly (Gly Ala Glv Ala Glv Sefh sequences((residues 1-30 of SEP 
ID NP: 49)q chemically bonded to each other in an alternating fashion. 
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(4) a polypeptid e having 13 Ile-Lvs-Val-Ala-Val sequences (SEP ID NO: 21 and 
13 (Glv Ala Glv Ala Glv Serto sequences ((residues 1-6 of SEP ID NO: 7W) chemically 
bonded to each other in an alternating fashion. 

(5) a polypeptide having 5 Ile-Lvs-Val-Ala-Val sequences (SEP ID NP: 2) and 5 
(Glv Ala Glv Ala Glv Sefh sequences ((residues 1-6 of SEP ID NP: 7M chemically 
bonded to each other in an alternating fashion.

(8) a polypeptide having 5 Tvr-Ile-Glv-Ser-Arg sequences (SEP ID NP: 3) and 5 
(Glv Ala Gly Ala Glv Sefh sequences ((residues 1-6 of SEP ID NP: 7V.) chemically 
bonded to each other in an alternating fashion, and 

(9) a polypeptide having 3 Tvr-Ile-Glv-Ser-Arg sequences (SEP ID NP: 3) and 3 
(Glv Val Pro Glv VaH? Glv Glv (Glv Ala Glv Ala Glv Sefh sequences((residues 1-30 of 
SEP ID NP: 49)q chemically bonded to each other in an alternating fashion.
